Wednesday night’s draw. 

Wednesday’s jackpot in the multistate lottery was $36* 
million. The numbers were 2, ii, 26, 34 and 41 with a Potj^ 
erballof32. 

Saturday’s jackpot will be the second-largest in the his- 
tory of the Powerball game, behind a $587.6 million jack- 
pot that was spHt by winners in Arizona and Missouri in 
November. 

The largest lottery jackpot in U.S. history was $656 mcJ- 
lion in the Mega Millions game in Alarch 2012. That wat 
split by three tickets sold in Illinois, Kansas and Marylariii . 

The Powerball game is played in 43 states, the District of 
Columbia and the U.S. Virgin Islands.

By phone, 20 -year-old Charli opened up 
about her fascination with former Mouseke- 
teers, her distaste for reality singing pro- 
grams and the one time she was an unwitting 
accessory to a crime. 


You’ve said in other interviews that you’ve 
never been on an actuai date. So you never 
had that ciassic high school prom experi- 
ence or anything? 

No! Eve never been on a “date” date, which is 
really sad because I love the idea of it. Maybe 
you could ask your readers to take me on a 
date [laughs]. Em just kidding. 

Is that a byproduct of starting your career so 
young? 

I don’t think so. That’s just always the way 


Eve been. Eve either been deeply involved 
in a relationship or Eve been completely the 
opposite. 

You got your first record deal at 16. Start- 
ing out so young almost seems like a recipe 
for disaster these days, since every week 
another former teen star seems to have a 
public meltdown. 

To be honest, when I was younger Ed have 
a lot of breakdowns where Ed cry all the 
time just because I couldn’t understand the 




whole process. I thought you signed a record 
deal and then a couple months later you put 
an album out and that was it. In hindsight, 
I’m really lucky I worked with good people 
who didn’t push me. I was given a lot of time 
to grow up as a person. I didn’t have that 
Disney-kid, child-star experience. 

IVe read you wanted to be a Disney kid 
though. 

{Laughs.} I’m not sure I’d really want to be a 
Disney kid, but I am fascinated by them. It’s 
this crazy world that’s wrapped in plastic and 
pink frills, and underneath it’s all really frag- 
ile. It’s like they’re puppets waiting to break 
out, and when they do break out it’s either 
amazing or a disaster. I just find that whole 
world confusing and scary and fascinating. 

How do you think you would have fared on 
a reality singing program like “Pop Idol” or 
“The Voice”? 

Oh, I would never, ever, ever in a thousand 
years do one of those programs. Even if 
someone paid me like the biggest amount of 
money I could imagine, I would never go on 
those shows because I feel like they put you 
in this box and tell you exactly what to do. 

It really pisses me off when the guy goes on 
and he has slightly long hair or whatever and 
they’re like, “Oh, this is the ‘rock’ guy” Then 
he comes back for the final week and they’ve 
made him dye his hair red and wear some 
stupid tie with a piano on it. So they have 
him dressed up like Avril Lavigne’s 12-year- 
old boyfriend because he once had long hair 
and played guitar. 


Did you record “What I Like” in response to 
Chief Keef’s “I Don’t Like”? 

[Laughs.] No, I didn’t. I actually haven’t 
heard that song, which is probably very un- 
cool of me. I need to go listen to it now. 

You did bring in Danny Brown for the remix. 
Are you a fan of hip-hop in general? 

Yeah, I am. I have a theory that when the 
world ends, all rappers will survive and 
repopulate the earth because rappers both 
female and male are, like, the coolest people, 
and I assume all their children would be 
really badass and amazing and funny and 
the world would be a better place. I used to 
want to be a rapper when I was younger. I 
was obsessed with Eminem and I’d wear big 
white T-shirts and write my own raps, but 
they were all [bleep]. 

The album closes with “Lock You Up.” Have 
you ever been arrested? 

[Laughs.] No, I haven’t. Is that really uncool? 
Well, we were driving the other day and we 
got pulled over for speeding. But that’s about 
as hardcore as I get, really 

Were you the one driving? 

I wasn’t. I was asleep in the back and missed 
the whole thing. 

So the best you can say is you’ve been an 
unwitting accomplice to speeding? 

[Laughs.] Exactly Sorry to disappoint!

Jeff Milam’s closed loop is wide open

Growing up in Alpine, Texas, isn’t quite like 
living on the edge of civilization, but for musi- 
cian Jeff Milam it was pert near. Though only 
30 miles from what is now an art-world hot 
spot, Marfa, Milam operated in a closed loop. 
He played drums in a couple of rock bands and 
composed music on his laptop in his bedroom, 
unaware that there were scenes and genres 
built by people doing just that. It wasn’t until 
five years ago, at age 25, when Milam followed 
friends to Chicago, that he found out about the 
wider world of experimental electronic music. 

“I had no idea that there was an audience 
for the kind of music I was doing,” he says. 

Milam moved to Chicago and right into the 
heart of a ferociously DIY scene, taking up 
residence at the now-shuttered Mopery a dank 
industrial warehouse on the edge of Logan 
Square that put on shows for a time. He went 
from the quiet expanse of West Texas grass- 
lands to living in a camping tent within a win- 
dowless concrete space that was also avenue. 

“I thought in regards to the big city ‘OK, 
it’s now or never.’ Living there was a test of my 


limits,” he explains, laughing. 

But it was those formative years, pre-Chi- 
cago, that made the biggest mark on Milam’s 
solo work as a musician and composer. His 
solo endeavor, MT Coast, seems to be made 
up more of empty space than sound, and 
sometimes those sounds barely register. They 
are pops, clicks, buzzes and hums that seem 
to be far off in the distance.

As Jenny on FX’s “The League,” Katie Aselton frequently engages in the foul- 
mouthed, trash-talking fantasy football obsession more commonly associated with 
the other, hairier half of humanity 

In “Black Rock,” her second film as both star and director, the 34-year-old 
Aselton (“The Freebie”) also puts a female face on a traditionally male story The 
thriller, opening Friday, is a genre piece about survival in the woods— but doesn’t 
feature a bunch of buff dudes and their bubbly girlfriends. 


Aselton, Lake Bell (“Children’s Hospital”) 
and Kate Bosworth (“Straw Dogs”) play wom- 
en who set aside their personal issues to fend 
off unhinged military vets who have been 
home from the service only a few weeks. 

Living together in a house during an un- 
glamorous shoot, the female cast members 
bonded in a way Aselton has never experi- 
enced before. 

“What we were going through was so in- 
credibly intense and emotional and chal- 
lenging, and we were doing it together, get- 
ting through it together,” she says over the 
phone from L.A. “We were shooting in the 
ocean. We were shooting on the ground of 


the woods. ... By the time we got to those final 
scenes, we really had evolved into these very 
primal beings just trying to survive.” 

Aselton, a Maine native married to her 
“League” co-star Mark Duplass, talked about 
her ass-kicking abilities, how friends should 
deal with a falling out and how Jenny and her 
husband Kevin (Steve Rannazzisi) on “The 
League” would handle a deadly situation. 

You’ve long wanted to be a Bourne girl or 
Bond girl, but have never been called in 
for roles like that. Why have you had that 
fantasy, and why haven’t you been called 
for that part? 


Truthfully it’s less of a Bond girl, ’cause they 
all die. They get to look all sexy which would 
be obviously an honor, but they don’t get 
to do any of the real fun, action stuff I like 
strong girl roles and we don’t get to do that 
very often, but the idea of doing a “Bourne” 
movie or, like, a “Run Lola Run.” Something 
like that is so appealing when often you get 
sent very emotional roles. It’s fun to kick 
some ass sometimes. 

When they make “Salt,” why aren’t 
they calling you? 

Because there is Angelina Jolie out there in 
the world, and that’s OK too. She does some 
great ass-kicking. 

I feei like you couid kick as much 
ass as she can. 

I might be able to at some point, but she’s 
built herself up to her ass-kicking level, and 
I’ll work on it. 

In “Black Rock,” your character and Lake’s 
character have had a big failing out. How 
shouid people deal with these situations in 
real life? 


I am a big fan of dealing with issues when 
the issues are happening. I don’t like letting 
things go because I let things fester, and if 
I don’t talk about it immediately it all of a 
sudden becomes much worse. Because then 
I have full conversations in my head and no 
one gets to argue their point. 

What’s an example of that? 

You get into an argument with a friend and 
then stop talking, and I will go home and be 
like, “Oh my God! Do you know what she’s 
doing right now? She’s doing this and that 
and this and that.” It’s escalated in my head 
and made it worse than it ever [was when it] 
started. ... When you have an issue, you deal 
with it, and then you get past it. 

What if you come up with a great iine the 
next day and have to caii someone and say, 
“The jerk store called, and they’re running 
out of you”? 

Well, that’s not a great line, first of aU. So I 
would recommend holding that. I don’t think 
it’s smart to zing when you’re dealing with 
someone you love. 



I agree. Have you not seen that 
“Seinfeld” episode? 

I have. I’m totally just teasing you. When 
you have those moments, hold them; 
enjoy them. ... One time I very passive- 
aggressively tweeted something knowing 
full well that the friend I was in the argu- 
ment with would see it. That was such a 
horrible idea. Passive-aggression is the 
worst tactic ever, and I totally resorted 
to it and have been known to resort to it 
when necessary And I’m not proud of it. 

Why do you think women are often 
so hard on each other? 

I don’t know. It bums me out, though. I 
wish we wouldn’t be. I think it stems from 
insecurity When men get insecure, they 
project overconfidence. When women get 
insecure— and these are obviously grand, 
sweeping stereotypes, and I don’t mean 
to offend anyone. I’m sorry— but when 
women get insecure they tend to lash out 
at each other and tear down the people 
around them because it builds them up. 
Which isn’t really necessary, because I 
think if you build up the people around 
you, they pull you up when you need it. 

So I wish [women] would be nicer to each 
other. 

To what extent would the conflict go 
away if women just lived in a house 
together and shot an extreme movie like 
“Black Rock”? 

Oh, I promise you, if it was the wrong 
women, that experience would be a com- 
pletely different experience for everyone 
involved. I think it would have to be a 
combination [like] Lake, Kate and myself 
Really our personalities just gelled. I don’t 
think you can just take three random girls 
and say “This is what we’re going to do” 
and then have it be a great experience. 

How do you think Jenny and Kevin would 
deal with a “Black Rock”-like situation? 

{Laughs.} I think Kevin would run into a 
hole in the woods and start crying. And 
I think Jenny would do exactly what my 
character does and kill some people. 

So were you unconsciously channeling 
her as you constructed that character? 

No, I think they’re both super-strong 
ladies in their own ways. They have differ- 
ent qualities, but they’re not afraid to not 
back down to men. So I like that about 
them. 

That’s a funny image of Kevin 
sprinting away. 

He totally would. You know he would. He 
would be naked and crying in the woods 
somewhere.

Aselton has cited “Deliverance” as 
an inspiration, but “Black Rock” hardly 
develops beyond its plot summary The 
filmmaker does nothing to get beneath 
the surface of the enemy dudes, military 
veterans who have only been back 18 days. 
Despite featuring a few searing images and 


chilling choices, the movie still unfolds as if 
it’s trying to be predictable. The person you 
expect to get shot gets shot; the cathartic 
emotional conversation happens exactly 
when you think it should. 

Genre pieces can be straightforward, 
but shouldn’t confuse shallowness with ef- 
ficiency Continually during “Black Rock,” 
you remember the open-ended exploration 
of Aselton’s “The Freebie” and wonder why 
she treats the mind and body with so much 
less care than the heart.

Neglecting to dig deeply into certain de- 
velopments, from family members’ divorces 
to her own ambiguous feelings about the se- 
crets she uncovers, Polley perhaps overstates 
the inability to know someone else fully 
Her compassion and curiosity though, again 
mark her as both a heartfelt and unforgiving 
filmmaker. Hinging on a daring concept that 
pays off tremendously, “Stories We Tell” is 
a unifying yet sad account of the fragments 
between family members, the bonds that are 
bigger than blood and the details of unvar- 
nished truth we can never get back.

An American nightmare 


The equivalent of 
watching loo people 
pat themselves on 
the back, the docu- 
mentary “Scatter My 
Ashes at Bergdorf ’s” 
is as detached from 
the real world in 2013 
as a primer on how to choose the best- 
tasting caviar. 

Admittedly, I’m not in the target demo for 
a movie about iconic Fifth Avenue luxury de- 
partment store Bergdorf Goodman. Mention 
“fashion” or “shopping” and I’ll immediately 
check out of a conversation. Still, any topic 
can be fascinating, and “Scatter My Ashes at 
Bergdorf ’s” (a title taken from a 1990 New 
%rker cartoon) could have been, in theory 
an examination of the creative outlet and 
social function of fashion, cross-referenced 
with a modern era in which couture couldn’t 
be any more synonymous with the entitled 
I percent. Does the public still dream of 
the white mink earmuffs Liz Taylor once 
purchased there as gifts? Or has the vet- 
eran symbol of elite culture lost its already- 
minimal interest in the people who gaze in 
its windows, thus catering only to celebs and 
society-page folks who can spring for $6,000 
shoes? 

Rather than ask any questions of con- 
sequence, writer-director Matthew Mieie 
delivers a revolting puff piece that could run 
on a loop in the store. 

He features designers like Michael Kors 
and the Olsen twins raving about Bergdorf ’s, 
while other fashion industry folks talk

yes, that’s zero stars 


generally about “the emotional experience 
of clothes” without considering that people 
can feel happy/sexy/content in apparel that 
costs less than a car. Mild detail comes from 
the influence of store tastemakers like Linda 
Fargo, but the film fawns rather than probes. 
Not once does Mieie engage members of the 
public, whom Bergdorf ’s clearly shrugs off 
Showing designer/talking mannequin Nicole 
Richie cooing about how nice it is to get into 
the store and get your mind off things pre- 
sumes every American’s stress melts away at 
the sight of a sparkly dress and a gigantic price 
tag. Alate-movie mention of the 2008 finan- 
cial coUapse attempts to generate sympathy 
for poor luxury retailers without any sense of 
their place in the crumbling economy 
Look, high fashion serves a purpose for 
some, and that’s fine. Those who drool over 
“Sex and the City” (which of course appears 
within the first three minutes of this doc) 
may flock to “Bergdorf ’s” to ogle the fabric 
eye candy and dream of a more elegantly 
populated closet.

It’s more about the

If nothing else, I’ll 
remember “The 
Iceman” as the movie 
that dared to cast 
David Schwimmer in 
a supporting role as a 
mustached, pony- 
tailed killer. And the 
former Chicagoan handles himself just fine. 

Otherwise, this true-life story of a bad 
man who almost never feels bad about what 
he does lingers in the middle ground between 
grungy entertainment and a biopic that 
doesn’t illuminate its subject. In 1964 New 
Jersey Richie (Michael Shannon, another 
former Chicagoan) seems like a charm- 
ing enough guy He tells his date, Deborah 
(Winona Ryder), that she’s “a prettier version 
of Natalie Wood” and balances a spoon on 
his nose. Yeah, his description of his fam- 
ily is, “My sister and brother are out there 
somewhere, I guess,” but again, he balances a 
spoon on his nose! Gotta be a good guy 
Actually he’s someone who would slit your 
throat for giving him lip and spent years up- 
ping his body count with assignments from 
crime boss Roy Demeo (“Goodfellas’ ” Ray 
Liotta, who knows about recruiting someone 
into the biz). “The Iceman” doesn’t need 
to over-explain how Richie kept his secret 
life secret while married to Deborah and 
raising their two daughters, but it seems safe 
to assume the hitman lifestyle would have 
a hitch or two that would wind up generat-

ing suspicion from the family Whether it is 
lateness or blood on a shirt or something— 
director/co-writer Ariel Vromen should have 
identified how Richie worked under the 
radar for so long, not just from the authori- 
ties but from the only people in the world 
he cares about (who think he’s in “currency 
exchange”). 

It’s not clear why Richie’s love for his own 
family doesn’t translate to any sympathy 
for other families, outside of his refusal to 
hurt women and children. He kills because 
he’s good at it and needs the money, and the 
moral consideration pretty much ends there. 
Snippets of backstory add little. 

Still, “The Iceman” resists deriving fun 
from murder like “Pain and Gain,” and few 
actors do the menacing stare like Shannon. 
“The Iceman” thrives on that scowl, from 
the cold, flinchless gaze when Roy first puts 
a gun in his face to his fearless work with his 
unexpected partner Mr. Freezy (Ghris Evans). 
That Richie’s temper eventually bubbles over 
is less unsettling than his chiUing, short-term 
patience when Marty (James Franco in a 
surprising, one-scene part) prays for his life. 
“You think God will come down and save 
you?” Richie asks, willing to wait and see. 
Take a guess who wins that bet.
